Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3, 7-15 and 19-26 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art, as stated in the Office Action dated 04/21/2008, is the combination of Collings 
and Maeda, which fail to teach or suggest the limitations contained in independent 
claims 1,11,12, and 13 as amended. The primary reason for the allowance of claims 
1-3, 7-15 and 19-26 is the inclusion of the limitation "wherein the obtaining of data 
includes obtaining a user nibble, if available, that identifies the associated genre, and, if 
the user nibble is not available, obtaining a standard content nibble that identifies the 
associated genre" (and its equivalent) into claims 1,11,12 and 13. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
